I was steering the tugboat Channing 
southeasterly direction, and the 
weather began to spit snow about eight 
o'clock. We were off Nahant. The 
weather was not bad at the time, but | 
knew a serious storm was coming 

‘There were ten or twelve young men 
gathered on the topside of the Portland 
just forward and aft of the paddle wheel 
box. When one of the young bloods on 
the Portland shouted across to me to get 
my old scow out of the way I shouted 
back at him, "You'd better stop that hol- 
lering, because I don't think you'll be this 
smart tomorrow morning.’ 

By this time I was less than twenty 
feet trom the Portland, and could easily 
make out the features of the young men 
sailing to their death.

anniversary of the sinking of the side-wheeler 


At that time the Portland Associates, as the 
group had become known, decided to disband 
as most of the members had reached old age 
To mark the occasion President John A 
Thornquist of the Associates unveiled a tablet 
at Highland Light, Cape Cod, commemorating 
the loss of the ship 

Later, however, the sons and daughters of 
those same friends and relatives agreed to re 
vive the group under the name Sons and 
Daughters of the Portland Associates, and now 
each year they continue to drop flowers in 
the sea on the anniversary of the Portland 
sinking 

Possibly the final act connected with the 
steamer Portland will take place on November 
27, 1956, when the Sons and Daughters of the 
Portland Associates will make the long journey 
from all over New England to a wintry Cape 
Cod, where at the Race Point Coast Guard 
Station a tablet with a list of all the victims 
of the disaster will be unveiled 


The unusual significance of this unveiling 
is that not until one month ago could the list 
be completed, for when the Portland sailed 
from India Wharf that memorable night she 
took with her the only list of crew and pas 


sengers in existence, and it has only been after 
years of research that that list of 190 persons 
has been gathered together again. For those 
who assemble on that November eve at Race 
Point, Cape Cod, and I hope to be one of 
them, the affair will have a very unusual 
significance. They will probably be taking part 
in the last historical act connected in any way 
with the saga of the sinking of the side 
wheeled steamer Portland, an event which was 
truly New England's greatest sea drama

New Hampshire. Churchill's 
characters ‘Jethro Bass’’ and “Aunt 
Listy” here look back on Croydon, 


where the “embers” still glow 


ie REAL NAME, of course, is Croydon, 
a pleasant little New Hampshire com 


munity (population 349)  tuc ked in 
among mountain ridges and rolling foot- 
hills, its cluster of houses in the village 
surrounded by fields and woodland and 
bodies of shining water 

It is an old town with a history reach- 
ing back in time to pre-Revolutionary

days, and the passing of nearly two hun 
dred years has witnessed the occurrence 
there of many interesting and memorable 
events 

It is not, however, from any one of 
these historic happenings that Croydon’s 
chief fame is derived, but from its hav 
ing been the setting for a famous novel 
of a half century ago—a book that, al- 
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though it was then immensely popular 
and the object of a heated controversy as 
well—is now all but forgotten, as is its 
once-celebrated author. 

The book was both a love story and 
the carefully drawn portrait of a political 
boss in the era spanned from the presi- 
dency of Andrew Jackson to that of U. S. 
Grant. And the author was the novelist 
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Winston Churchill, whose earlier works 
had already won for him a wide reputa 
tion and an enthusiastic following on 
both sides of the Atlantic—so much so, 
in fact, that his English namesake, then 
Britain’s Under Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, took to using a middle initial 
in order to avoid confusion between their 
respective literary products

He was missed—missed 
so much that after John Turley captured 
first place honors in 1934, the Manches- 
ter Army and Navy Club which had as- 
sumed sponsorship of the race in 1930, 
withdrew and the event was discontinued 
until 1945. 

Again it was a local athlete, Dr. 
Charles Robbins, who brought the people 
out of their homes on the holiday morn-

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ing. Robbins, running under the banner 
of the New York Pioneer Club, holds 10 
national long distance titles, and he was 
at the height of his career when the race 
was resumed. He won in 1945 and again

cuse me.” I'd walk over to the thermo- 
stat, bend over and breathe heavily on 
it a couple of times. Then I'd come back 
and brightly face my visitor again. Usual- 
ly he in turn would seem distracted, grow 
lines in his forehead, watch me covertly, 
and leave shortly thereafter, shaking his 
head 

We also had trouble with our domestic 
hot water installation. Every year or so 
the galvanized tank would rust through, 
would begin shooting a stream of water 
(invariably in the direction of something 
that would be spoiled by water) and 
would have to be plugged or replaced 
If plugged, another leak would appear 
within a week 

After the second tank I said, ‘George, 
put in a copper tank.”

I 
tried every other hot water faucet in the 
house. All cold. I called Mr. Dougherty 

Between us we found out what had 
happened. The automatic washer connec- 
tion was a mixing arrangement and into 
it came both hot and cold water. When 
they both came in at the same pressure, 
nothing happened But when the hot wa- 
ter pressure was reduced, the higher 
pressure on the cold water line, pushed 
that cold water right through the con- 
nection and drove all the hot water right 
back to the tank. When you turned on a 
hot water faucet, the cold water, with 
heavier pressure, held the hot water at 
bay in the tank and rushed to answer the 
call instead. 

When you shut off the two faucets on 
the supply pipes of the automatic washer, 
everything worked perfectly again 

About three nights later the new hot 
water tank burst and flooded the entire 
cellar.

The east doors were used 
ordinarily and led into a great hall two 
stories high. From its right a broad stair- 
case led to a balcony which ran across the

room. The balcony was used by the musi 
cians who often regaled the company at 
table in the hall below Double doors on 
the right and left of the hall led into 
parlors and reception room. Upon cere 
monious occasions hall, parlors and re 
ception room could be turned into one by 
opening the doors 

In 1745 Governor Shirley 
secret war meeting here for the purpose 
of planning the assault against the French 
fortress of Louisburg. Thus the Cape 
Breton campaign was hatched by which 
a military expedition of four thousand 
New England men, led by Colonel Wil- 
liam Pepperell, captured Louisburg. The

In 1756 Governor Shirley's son was 
killed in the battle of the Monongehela, 
at which the British General Braddock 
also fell. The bearer of this grievous news 
was George Washington who came to 
Shirley Place and remained as the Gov- 
ernor’s guest for about ten days. Wash- 
ington mingled much in society during 
his stay and little dreamed that one day

Shirley died in 1756 and the mansion 
was bought by Judge Hutchinson, his 
son-in-law. Upon the latter's demise, the 
house was confiscated due to its owner's 
loyalist tendencies, and sold to the Hon 
John Read, who, in 1775, quartered Rev- 
olutionary troops in it, much to the detri- 
ment of the structure. In fact Colonel 
Asa Whitcomb led his troops from Shir- 
ley Place to take part in the in of Dor- 
chester Heights on March 4, 1776. 

Two later owners of this illustrious 
house are of somewhat bizarre interest to 
students of history. One, Giles Alexan- 
der, confined his wife's outdoor recrea- 
tion to what was referred to as “a laby- 
rinth in front of the house.” His in- 
famous domestic acts were such that he 
was called on one night by a group of 
young bloods from Boston's best families 
and treated to a suit of tar and feathers.
